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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 1 1-16 are. rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gurstein et at. (U. S. Pat. No. 5,493,754), Jensen (U. S. Pat. No. 
4,954,321) or Holsclaw et al. (U. S. Pat. No. 6,482,370) in view of either Gemiany'256 
(Germany 34 23 256) or Dunder (U. S. Pat. No. 5,094,822). 

Re claims 1 and 14, Gurstein, Jensen and Holsclaw are each cited disclosing a 
chemical dispenser comprising: a cylindrical gas generator (60 In Gurstein, 26 in 
Holsclaw and 14 in Jensen); a liquid dispenser (30, 31, 16 in Gurstein, 16, 20 in 
Holsclaw and 38 in Jensen); a support stand (100 in Gurstein, unnumbered container in 
fig. 1 of Holsclaw and 12 in Jensen); a support base, wherein said liquid dispenser is 
removably mounted on said support base; and, said support stand is attached to said 
support base that differs from the claims only In the recitation of the of gas generator 
being removably mounted on said support stand. Germany'256 (se abstract) and 
Dunder (see abstract) are cited disclosing the arrangement of have the gas generator 
removable as claimed. It therefore would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
In the art to modify the device of Gurstein, Jensen and Holsclaw, to have the gas 
generator removable as taught by either Germany'256 or Dunder, for the purpose of 
allowing for the repair and maintenance of the generator/apparatus. Re claim 2, 
Holsclaw discloses the platform (19). Re claims 3 and4, to have the pump being located 
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and in the form of a peristaltic pump Is deemed to be of little patentable weight, in view 
of the corresponding features in Gurstein, Jensen, Holsclaw, Dunder or Germany'256 
(see MPEP 2144.06 SUBSTITUTING EQUIVALENTS KNOWN FOR THE SAME 
PURPOSE). This is also applicable to the subject matter of claims 1 1 and 12. Re claim 
13, Jensen discloses the UV lamp. Re claim 15, Gurstein discloses the pump. Re claim 
16, to have the pump a diaphragm pump is of little patentable weight in view of the 
pump as disclosed by the cited prior art. 

3. Claims stand 5-10 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Weaver, Teran et al., Berglund et al., Carlson, Daily, 
Rentzepis, Cannon, Burdick, Raymond, Kubota et al., Perkins, note the cleaning gas 
generating means.
